Kelly denied the re- 
port.in the Sydney Mirror 
last: week, 


The report, which appear- 
ed in a recent edition of 
Soccer Weekly, said:— 
“New South Wales right- 

half Jim Kelly toid Soccer 

Weekly. reporter Duncan 

MacDougail on Monday 

that Stanley Matthews 

would play in Australia. 


“He said Matthews had 
agreed to play for South 
Coast United (NSW) for 
£200 a match. 

“Kelly also said that his 

wife was not happy in 

Australia and that they 

would return to England 

soon. 


“Kelly said he had an offer 
from a London club and a 
transfer fee of £12,500 
(sterling) was mentioned, 
providing Blackpool 
would release him.” 

In an interview with the 
Sydney Mirror, Kelly indi- 
cated that he and his family: 
planned .to travel to England 
on a holiday on the expira- 
tion of his contract with 
South Coast United in Octo- 
ber, 1963. 


Unless something unex- 
pectedly important hap- 


pens, they would return to} .- 


‘Australia for the 1964 sea- 
son. 


Kelly confirmed that 
United officials had been 
fully aware of his holiday 
plans for a long time. But 
even at this stage the over- 
seas visit was not definite, 
he said. 

SETTLED IN 


Regarding the. report on 
his wife, Diana, Kelly ad- 
mitted that’ she had been 
“homesick” earlier, but had 
settled in well now and 
was more contented than at 
any previous stage. 


_ Questioned on his associa- 


tion with -South Coast 
United, the former Black- 
pool captain said:— 


“I would not be happy 
with any other club in Aus- 
tralia. : 

“My football life is cen- 
tred on the South Coast.” 


Kelly also denied that he 
had received any definite 
offer from an English foot- 
bail club. 

_Information contained in 
personal letters from abroad 
indicated that some clubs 
had been interested in gain- 
ing his services. 

However, at no stage had 
he received any correspon- 
dence from the parties men-; 
tioned. 


AMAZED : 
Asked to comment, 
United secretary Trevor 


Birch said he was “amazed” 
to hear of the reports, be- 
cause Kelly was not only a 
sincere footballer, but a sin- 
cere man off the field also. 

“Wt is ridiculous to even 
consider that Jim Kelly 
would break his contract. 

“TI have known for many 
months that he proposed ic 
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return to England for a holi- 
day in 1963,” he said. 


Regarding Stanley Mat- 
thews, Birch said that a 
member of the South Coast 
club had read in an over- 
seas paper that Matthews 
would like to come to Aus- 
tralia for a season. 


He had passed that infor- 
mation on to Kelly and had 
asked him to write to Mat- 
thews recommending South 
Coast United if ever he con- 
templated playing with an 
Australian club.
